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FOREWORD 


The Ministry of Education is aware of the fact that in spite of its best 
efforts it has not been able to give any substantial relief to the teachers. 
Unfortunately, they still continue to work under hardships, and their sala- 
ries, particularly those of Primary and Secondary school teachers, are rather 
low. It is a well-known truism, which still can bear repetition, that the 
quality of education depends on the quality and morale of the teachers. 
These are built up both by moral and material means and the Ministry 
is aware of its responsibility in these spheres. To compensate the Primary 
and Secondary school teachers to some extent for their low salaries and to 
make the profession a little more attractive by the provision of a signi- 
ficant amenity, the Ministry has included in the Third Five-Year Plan, 
a scheme of merit scholarships to enable the meritorious children of such 
teachers to pursue higher education. A sum of Rs. 50 lakhs has been 
earmarked for this purpose and it is expected to cover about 500 scholar- 
ships per year for five years. Though modest in scale at present, the 
Ministry has launched the scheme in the hope of expanding it when more 
funds become available. 


It may be mentioned that Primary education is already free for all 
children in the country, including those of the teachers. Education at 
the Middle and Secondary stages is not ordinarily free, but the Ministry 
has requested the State Governments to make it free for the children of 
teachers and it is hoped that the States would do so in the near future. 
The present scheme is, therefore, intended to assist only the post-Secondary 
education of the meritorious children of the teachers. It is our belief 
that because of the encouragement offered under the scheme, bright children 
who come from the families of teachers, will not find opportunities for 
further education denied to them, merely because of the limited income 
of their parents.

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MERIT SCHOLARSHIPS FOR THE CHILDREN 
OF PRIMARY AND SECONDARY SCHOOL 
TEACHERS 


REGULATIONS 
I. General 


The Government of India have included in the Third Five-Year Plan 
a scheme for the award of merit scholarships to enable meritorious children 
of Primary and Secondary school teachers to pursue University education. 
The scholarships will be awarded on the results of the school-leaving 
examinations every year. 


II. Number and Allocation of Scholarships 

(1) A total of 500 fresh scholarships will be awarded each year on all- 
India basis for the courses of studies which the selected scholars wish to 
follow. 

(2) The selected scholars will be free to follow any course of study in 
Arts, Science and Engineering etc., anywhere in India. 

(3) The scholarships will be distributed among the various States and 
Union Territories in proportion to the number of Primary and Secondary 
school teachers in a State subject to a State getting a minimum of five 
scholarships if the quota of that State comes to less than five scholarships. 

(4) In a State or Union Territory, the quota of awards is to be distri- 
buted to the candidates from that State strictly in order of merit, as deter- 
mined by the percentage of marks in the aggregate, from among the eligible 
candidates. 


ІП. Coverage and Eligibility 

(1) The scheme will cover such children of all working teachers of 
Primary and Secondary schools, including teachers employed in the insti- 
tutions for the handicapped, who pass the school-leaving* examination in 
the first class (or who secure at least 60 per cent marks where no class is 
awarded) in the year in which the awards are made. 

(2) Children who have passed the school-leaving examination in a year 
prior to the year of award willmot be considered, except in the case of Cam- 
bridge School Certificate (in future Indian School Certificate), for which 
the examination held in December of the last year will be taken into account. 

(3) A scholar who is in receipt of any other scholarship or stipend will 
not be entitled to a scholarship under this scheme unless the former award 
is surrendered, and the Government of India scholarship shall be paid from 
the date the other award is, surrendered. 

*Matriculation/High/Higher Secondary or equivalent examination is to be considered 
as school-leaving examination. 


IV. Rate of Scholarship 


There will be an all-inclusive rate of scholarship as follows:—

The actual rate of scholarship will depend on the Means Test Schedule 
given at Appendix I. 


V. Duration and Renewal of Scholarships 


(1) The scholarship once awarded will be tenable from the start of 
the university course like pre-University or Intermediate, till the comple- 
tion of the chosen course of studies (like M.A./M.Sc./Ph.D/Engineering/ 
Medicine etc.) by the scholar, subject to yearly satisfactory progress. 


(2) The scholarship will be renewed from year to year 


provided that 


(а) within a course which is continuous for a number of years, the 
awardee secures promotion to the next higher class; 

(b) in each University examination, the scholar obtains a first 
class or, where no class is awarded, at least 60 per cent marks 
in the aggregate. The cases of the awardees who fail to get 
first division marks but get high second division may also be 
considered for renewal, on the basis of the report from the head 
of the institution last attended. 


(3) The scholarship will, under no circumstances, be renewed if an 
awardee fails in the examination, or obtains third division marks, 

(4) The scholar should not change his course of study for which scholar- 
ship is awarded without prior permission of the Government of India. 

(5) A scholarship, once cancelled, will not be restored. 


(6) Good conduct and regularity in attendance are also implied condi- 
tions for the continued receipt of scholarship. 


(7) The scholarship will be renewed for the next academic year on the 


basis of an annual progress report to be called for from the head of the 
institution of the scholar. 
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VI. Inability to Take Examination owing to Illness 


The conditions laid down in Article V above will be relaxable only in 
the following circumstances: 


(1) Ifa scholar is unable to appear at the annual examination within 
a continuous course of study (but not a final University examina- 
tion) owing to illness, the scholarship may be renewed for the 
next academic year, provided the scholar submits a medical 
certificate from the civil surgeon of the area and provided further 
that the head of the institution certifies, on the basis of the aca- 
demic performance in the previous year, that the scholar was 
likely to have passed, had he appeared at the examination. 


(2) If an awardee is unable to appear at a final University examina- 
tion due to sudden illness, the scholarship will be suspended and 
will be renewed when the scholar passes in the examination 
next year and attains the standard laid down for University 
examination in Article V(2)(5). 


(3) If an awardee is unable to appear at a final University examina- 
tion owing to prolonged illness extending over a long period 
which had resulted іп shortage іп the required attendance as 
per university rules, the scholarship will be renewed for another 
year provided a medical certificate is submitted from the civil 
surgeon of the areaand provided further that the head of the insti- 
tution certifies that the scholar would have passed the University 
examination in first class, had he appeared at the examination. 


VII. Tenability 

The scholarship shall be tenable only for full-time courses for studies 
in India in the constituent/affiliated colleges and in institutions recognised 
or aided by a university or a board of secondary education; also in technical 
institutions or otherinstitutions recognised or controlled by the Govern- 
ment of India or the State Governments. 


VIII. Payments 

The scholarship will be payable from the month of admission to the 
month of annual examination for the first academic year. Necessary funds 
for this purpose shall be deposited in quarterly instalments in 
advance with the heads of the institutions concerned, who shall disburse 
the amounts to the awardees in the first week of every month, 


provided that 
in the case of renewal of scholarships for the succeeding year the 
scholarship will be paid from the month following that for which 
the scholarship was paid during the previous academic year, 
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if the course of study pursued is continuous, e.g., І.А. I year to 
Т.А. II years, or В.А. (Jr.) to B.A. (Sr.), or M.B.B.S. I year to 
M.B.B.S. П years etc.; otherwise the scholarship will be paid 
from the month of admission; thus wherever a final University 
examination is taken at the completion of a full course 
of study, е.2., pre-University/I.A./I.Sc. or B.A./B.Sc., the scho- 
larship will be payable up to the month in which the written/ 
practical examination is completed. On passing the University 
examination, and on taking admission in the next higher class, 
ie, B.A./B.Sc./M.A./M.Sc. or Engineering or professional 
courses, whether in the same institution or in some other insti- 
tution, the payment of scholarship will recommence from the 
date of admission in such class subject to the aforesaid proviso. 
There may thus be a period in between the cessation of the pay- 
ment of scholarship in one class and its resumption in the next, 
for which no payment will be made. No requests will be 
entertained for relaxation of this rule. 


If a scholar is absent from studies due to illness the scholarship will be 
paid for a period, not exceeding three months of absence provided he 
remains on the rolls of the institution. 


ІХ. Mode of Selection 


(1) The selection will be made by the Government of India in order 
of merit from among applications received through the State Governments. 
A quota will be fixed for each State in proportion to the number of Primary 
and Secondary school teachers in each State. 


(2) The State Government will, at appropriate time every year, publi- 
cise the scheme and call for the applications. The applications should be 
received by the State Governments within 30 days of the publication of 
the result of the school-leaving examination, The intending candidates 
will submit their applications direct to the D.P.1./D.E. of the State and not 
through other intermediary officials/bodies. Application forms may be 


had from the offices of District Inspector of Schools/Director of Public 
Instruction/Director of Education in the State. 


(3) It is possible that a student who has passed from ап examining 
body in a State may have migrated to an institution outside the State. Such 
students have nevertheless to be considered against the quota of the State , 
in which the examining body from where he passed the school-leaving 


examination is located. Applications of all eligible students wherever 
they may be studying, will be included. 


(4) Similarly, the State Governments will not include in their recom- 
mendations such candidates as have passed their school-leaving 
examination from examining bodies located in other States. Тһе

applications of such candidates will be collected by the respective State 
Governments. 

(5) In all, 500 awards will be given during every year of the Third 
Plan period and applications will be invited every year through the State 
Governments in the month of July/August and the eligible candidatesshould 
applytothe State Government as soon as the latter invite applications 
through advertisement.
